An electric storm accompanied | 
by a heavy downpour of rain hit 
northeast of Carbon early Mon 
day afternoon and did consider- 
able damage to farm buildings in 
the vicinity.

Herefords Lead 
Beef Cattle 


A great auction sale of Hereford 
cattle took place recently at Here- 
ford, and buyers were present from 
all parts of the world, because natur« 
ally they expected that if there ig 
any place where good Herefords 
could be bought it would be in the 
county town of the county in which 
Herefords originated, 


Hereford is a small county of 842 
Square miles, and if all the Herefords 
in the world were to hold an “old 
boys” reunion, they would overflow 
into the surrounding counties, There 
are many millions in Canada, the 
United States, the South American 
republics, the Far East and else- 
where. About 90 per cent. of beef 
cattle herds on this continent are 
Herefords. For beef purposes they 
are unsurpassed, They put more 
meat on their frames with: less feed 
and in less time than any other 
breed. They are also less subject to 
disease, Over a period of 38 years, 
1,744 cattle were slaughtered in Arg- 
entina because of tuberculosis, but 
only 26 were Herefords. 

So far as historians can ascertain 
Herefords were first developed dur- 
ing the Elizabethan era by two 
brothers named Tompkyns in the vil- 
lage of Weobly, which is still extant 
in its medieval attractiveness. It was 
not till 1817, however, that Henry 
Clay, the American statesman, vis- 
ited England and bought the first 
bull, cow and a heifer for his farm 
in Virginia, That was the “founda- 
tion” herd on the American conti- 
nent, The breed was first introduced 
to Canada by F. W. Stone, of Guelph,

The provincial department of agri- 
cultpre has prepared a circular de- 
scribing symptoms of the disease and 
proper control measures. 

The most practical means of con- 
trol, it states, is to use disease-free 
potato seed and isolate it from con- 
taminated tubers. 

The circular, available to growers 
at the department of agriculture’s 
publications branch in the legislative 
building, was prepared by N, Shen- 
derevitch and Dr. E. T. Andersen of 
the University of Manitoba.
